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Kimmel named CLAST dean, 
administrative changes announced

r. Karen Kimmel has been appointed by Provost Jane Fernandes as 

dean of the College of Liberal Arts, Sciences and Technologies 
(CLAST), effective June 15. 

The news of Kimmel'’s appointment was part of administrative changes 
in Academic Affairs announced to the campus by Dr. Fernandes. The first 
change eliminates, effective June 15, the positions of associate dean of 
CLAST Academic Departments—the position Kimmel currently holds— 
and the associate dean of Professional Programs, which is presently 
vacant. The second change Is a five-year term limit for the two University 
academic deans. 

As associate dean of CLAST Academic Department and Summer and 
saturday @ Gallaudet, Kimmel has guided the development of the CLAST 
ad hoc Promotion and Tenure Advisory Committee and the Student 
Advisory Board. The popular CLAST Scholar's Forum, which she initiated, 
has brought respect and recognition to important and wide-ranging schol- 
arly accomplishments of the CLAST faculty. Her work on the Integrated 
General Education Pilot Curriculum Project is groundbreaking and promis- 
es to provide an avenue for interdisciplinary teaching and learning at 
Gallaudet. In addition, she has been a catalyst behind the well-regarded 
Faculty Round Table Discussions and the CLAST Grant Writing Seminar. 
she has been instrumental in reinvigorating Gallaudet's Summer Programs, 
which provide diverse offerings to current and future students, their fami- 
lies, and people who work with them. 

“Lam confident that Dr. Kimmel possesses the knowledge and skills 
needed to lead CLAST in educating a new generation of students,” said 
Fernandes. “She will work hard and well, in collaboration with faculty, staff, 
Students, and administrators to implement the goals and directions defined 
by the Academic Affairs Planning Committee.” 7 

Regarding the term limits for Academic Affairs deans, Fernandes said 
that Kimmel and Dr. Thomas Allen, dean of the Graduate School and 
Professional Programs, will hold their offices until June 15, 2009. “Prior to 
the end of this term, | will conduct a thorough review of each dean's pro- 
fessional accomplishments,” said Fernandes. “The outcome may result in 
an offer to renew the appointment or in a decision to conduct a search for a

UPS delivers literacy for the Clerc 


Center

he United Parcel Service driver 

in his familiar brown truck picks 
up and delivers packages at the 
Clerc Center throughout the busi- 
ness week. For the past two years, 
UPS, in partnership with the Clerc 
Center, has also been helping 
deliver literacy to young deaf and 
hard of hearing children and their 
families. 

The UPS Foundation donated 
over $50,000 to support the Clerc 
Center's Shared Reading Project, 
which helps teach parents and 
caregivers how to read to their deaf 
and hard of hearing children using 
ASL. 

“The UPS Foundation and 
Gallaudet share a common goal of 
strengthening and improving the 
literacy skills of young children,” 
Said Doris Parent, assistant director 
of corporate and foundation rela- 
tions in the Office of Development. 
“The Shared Reading Project at the 
Clerc Center was a natural match.” 
Representatives from the 
Washington, D.C., and local 
Maryland offices have visited KDES 
and were impressed with the litera- 
cy-rich environment there. 

The UPS grant has been used to 
fund both home tutoring sessions 
for KDES families, and to deliver 
book bags (a storybook, a video- 
tape of the story told in ASL, an 
activity guide, and a bookmark with 
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UPS driver Tim Mitchell picks up a delivery 
of SRP bookbags for the Shared Reading 
Program sites. The delivery was funded 
through a grant from the UPS Foundation to 
the Clerc Center literacy program. 


Tips for Reading to Deaf Children 
used as part of the tutoring ses- 
sion) to SRP sites around the 
country.
